SMALL DOE KILLED 


By far the smallest doe shot in the i 


South Mountains during the present 
hunting season was exhibited by the 
county Game Warden. Leo Dushmaii. 
in Gettysburg. Friday. The 5-months- 
old doe. which was little larger than a 
young calf, did not weigh more than 
fiO pounds. It was found, Friday, by 
Harvey Reed, in the vicinity of Iron 
Springs. 
It was given to the Alms 


House. It was said that the name of 
the person who shot this doe is known, 
and that his arrest is likely to follow. 
The game warden repoj-ts that on 
this side of the mountain less deer 
have been killed illegally than last 
year. Last year 14 illegal kills were 
reported to the game warden. So far 
this year, there have been seven vio- 
lations. Harry Bucher. a deputy game 
warden, reported two on Thursday. 
One of these could not be used but 
the other was a fresh kill and was 
sent to the Chester Hospital. While 
the number of legal kills have not all 
been reported to the game warden 
this year, it is estimated that the kill 
this year will greatly exceed that of 
last year. In 1920 about 100 deer 
were killed in Adams county alone.

DOG LICENSES READY 


Adams county's supply of dog li- 


cense tags and blanks for 1922 have 
been forwarded to County Treasurer 
Roy E. Zitm and the license fees can 
be paid at the treasurer's office and 
the new license taps secured 
any 


time. There have been 3.500 individ- 
ual license tags and 50 kennel tags 
forwarded to the County Treasurer's 
office and it is believed that this num- 
ber will supply the demands of Ad- 
ams county for the comfns year. 


Last year there were 2.800 licenses 


issued in Adams county while the 
county paid out nothing in claims for 
loss or injurv of sheep, poultry and 
live-stock. The Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry of the Pennsylvania Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has been desig- 
nated as the agencv for the enforce- 
ment of the new dog law which be- 
comes effective on January 15. next, 
and under the provisions of which 
the new licenses are being issued. 
Officials of the Bureau will co-operate 
with the local police in an effort to 
see that every dog in the county is 
property licensed. Under the provi- 
sions of the "Dog Law of 1921" even' 
owner or keeper of a dog six months 
old or over must secure a dog license 
on or before January 15, 1922 
Appli- 


cation for such license may be made 
direq^ to the Countv Treasurer of 
through any Notary Public or Justice 
of the Peace of the district where such 
owner or keeper resides. Application 
forms are furnished b\ the County 
Treasurer to such officers. 
The li- 


cense fee is uniform throughout the 
State, with the exception of cities of 
the first and second class, $1.10 for 
each male or spayed female dog. and 
$2.10 ?or each female flos, 
The Coun- 


ty Treasurer is allowed a fee of 10 
cents for each license issued whether 
the application is made direct to him 
or through the local officer. Where 
the application is made through a local 
officer an additional fee of 15 cents is 
allowed for the service of such officer. 
Self addressed and stamped envelope 
must also be enclosed where applica- 
tion is mailed the County Tieasurer. 
Indemnity blanks for reporting dam- 
ages to livestock and poultry done by 
clogs can be secured from the County 
Treasurer and also the Bureau of An- 
imal Industry of the Department of 
Agriculture, Harrisburg, Pa.

After three weeks in Yellowstone park and the 


region roundabout, I have got the great idea clearly, 
practically, radically—root and trunk and all the 
branches: the beauty and splendor of the land are the 
priceless heirlooms of the people who dwell in it. Like 
all other heirlooms, they must be protected not only 
from the greed and craft of robbers, but also from the 
wasteful folly of spendthrift heirs. From generation 
to generation they must be handed on, untarnished 
by misuse, undimmished by reckless extravagance, un- 
spoiled by mistaken attempts at modern improvement 


(like the so-called "restoration" of ancient cathedrals). As far as pqs- 
•ible, they must be kept in their antique, ever-new, pristine loveliness and 
grandeur, even as the long-working, temperamental, poetic hand of God 
devised and modeled them through the centuries for the delight and won- 
der of man, his child and lesser image. 


Of course there are vast regions of earth to be tamed and cultivated 


by private enterprise; filled with flocks and herds; harnessed to labor for 
the supply of man's physical needs. 
And this also, if it be wisely done, 


may produce a certain kind of beauty—the charm of wide, fertile fields 
and well planned gardens. Towns and cities must valso be built. 


Yet man is an individual first of all; arid as an individual he has a 


vital need of play and rest and fellowship with nature, quite as deep as 
his necessity of common toil. If civilization should take that need out of 
him, it micht make him more productive—but of what? 
He would be 


no longer a human being, but a strange monger, part of a machine, 
bound to incessant, superfluous industry interrupted only by spasms of 
the destructive madness which is called war. 
Against that fatal degen- 


eracy there are two prophylactics: Art and nature. And the greater of 
these is nature.

ahe earns far more than she could ever earn outside, since she earns prac- 
tically the combined wages of half a dozen specialized workers she would 
have to employ to replace her. 


But in these days the home job doesn't usually fill the whole time of

Housekeeping has been simplified by the labor-saving devices 


80 much employed. The training of children after the first few years of 
their lives is carried on largely outside the home, and few women find their 
whole time taken up by the business of homemaking, at least after the few 
years while their children are small. It is here that the difficulty lies, and 
it is this situation that is responsible for the restlessness among modern 
women and the increasing tendency among many of them to take jobs out- 
side the home. 


Submarine a Weapon Deserving Serious 


Consideration and Development 


By EDWIN DENBY, U. S. Secretary of the Navy 


Our navy today is seriously lacking in recently developed types of 


aubmarines. We have no mine laying submarines, no fleet submarines, 
except the three V boats now under construction; no submarines with 
large caliber guns, such as the British M class, and, what is more impor- 
tant, no long radius cruiser submarines. 


It is considered highly important to the national defense of this coun- 


try to construct at least three each of these types for experimental and 
deyelopment purposes, so that in event of a national emergency we will 
be in a position to continue the construction of the types most necessary. 


The present submarine force of the navy consists of 142 submarines 


of all types and ages, including those authorized but still under construc- 
tion. 
Of these there are at present 101 submarines in commission and 


41 under construction.

Dr.' J. Torrence Hugh, noted ortho- 


pedic.surgeon who came to Gettysburg 
under the r.uspices of the home service 
branch of the Red Cross, failed par- 
tially in his object thru the refusal of 
parents to allow their crippled ami de- 
formed children to submit to opera- 
tions. Of the 37 cripples, ranging 
from a babe in arms to girls and boys 
in their teens, Dr. Rugh felt that he 
could help a score bv means of opera- 
tions followed by the use of propel 
care and braces. Only 6 of these 
would submit to operations howevei 
and the noted surgeon's assistance 
was reduced to the minimum through 
the attitude of the parents of the oth- 
er 14. The result so far as they are 
concerned is disappointing to the Red 
Cross which fears that it may be 
months or years before such an op- 
portunity for assistance is again brot 
to the community. A number of the 
children had been cripples from birth 
and were unable to walk. Dr. Rtigh, 
is specially anxitous to help this type 
«f child. One of the cases where an op- 
eration was denied by the father was 
that of a child now compelled to go on 
its hands and knees and who, the sur- 
geon said, would have & chance <of 
waltoing if an operation were permit- 
ted. Two of the operations perform- 
ed! were merely the resetting of bones 
and placing the limbs in plaster casts. 
Those who were operated on were: 
Anna DeardorfF, Joseph Hess. Gettys- 
burg; John P. Millhimes, Bonneau- 
ville; 
Margie Chronister, of York 


Springs; Esther Slaybaugh, East Ber- 
lin, and Loretta Reinecker, Harris- 
bin-g.

Charles Bucher, of near Bonneauvllle, 
that the body of her son, Charles C. 
Bucher, who made the supreme sacri- 
fice on the battlefields of France in 
September, 1918, while in a drive 
against the German forces, arrived in 
Brooklyn, on Saturday, December 10. 
At the time of his death, Charles was 
23 years old. Young Bucher enlisted 
on September 19, 1917, and was sent 
to Camp Meade where he was assign- 
ed to Company A, 316th InfantryK 79th 
Division. It was with this unit that he 
went overseas in July, 1918, and en- 
tered the front lines of the American 
advance in September. It was in the 
heavy fighting near Montfaucon, a 
stronghold of the German army, that 
Bucher received wounds which caused 
his death on September 30. 


The family have asked the Gettys- 


burg post to arrange a military burial 
before the holidays. The family wish- 
es that the body be buried in the Na- 
tional Cemetery with military honors.

Housekeeping has been simplified by tlie labor-saving devices 
BO much employed. 
The training of children after the first few years of 
their lives is carried on largely outside the home, and few women find their 
whole time taken up by the business of homumaking, at least after the few 
years while their children are small. 
It is hero that the diinculty lies, and 
it is this situation that is responsible for the restlessness among jnodern 
women and the increasing tendency among many of them to take jobs out- 
pide the home. 


Submarine a Weapon Deserving Serious 
Consideration and Development

Our navy today is benuusly lacking jn recently developed types of 
eubmarines. 
We liave no mine laying submarines, no fleet submarines, 
except the three V boats now under construction; no submarines with 
large caliber guns, such as the British M class, and, what is more impor- 
tant, no long radius cruiser submarines. 


It is considered liighly important to the national defense of this coun- 
try to construct at least three each of these types for experimental and 
development purposes, so that in event of a national emergency we will 
be in a position to continue the construction of the types most necessary. 


The present submarine force of the navy consists of 142 submarines 
of all types and ages, including those authorized but still under construc- 
tion. 
Of these there are at present 101 submarines in commission and 


41 under construction.
